N S it hath euer beene held a principall Office of Chriſtian Kings, to 
7 . 6M \1 ſeeke by all pious meanes the aduancement of Chaiſtian Religion ; io the 
P_j conlideration thereof, hath beene a ſpectall motine vnto Us, fromtimeto 
time, as often as cauſe hath required, to further. by Our Royall authozity, 
the good diſpoſition of any ot Our well affected Subietts, that haue a will 
l to attempt the diſcouering and planting in any parts ofthe u9031d, as pet 
e fauageand vnpoſleſſed by the Subtects of any Ch2iſttanPaince oꝛ State. 
e V=I| Andnow foꝛ that, by Gods ſacred fanour,there is likely to enſue great ad⸗ 
: Va Wh uancement of his glozy, Our Crown, and State, by reaſon of Our grant 
<2 1 pheeretofoꝛe made to the Counſell foz the managing of the affaires of New 
England in America, being in bꝛeadth from fozty degrees of Noztherly lati⸗ 
tude from the Equinoctiall line, to foꝛty eight degrees okthe ſayd Noztherlylaritude, and in length by 
all the bꝛeadth atozeſayd, thoꝛowout the maine land from Sea to Sea; We tannot but tontinue Sur 
ſpectall reſpect and fauour vnto them in their endeuours, and exerciſe Our Royall authoꝛity againſt 
e hinderers thereof, wherefoze, hauing reteined certaine infozmation of many and intolerable 
abuſes offered by lundꝛy interlopers, irregular and diſobedient perſons, that ſeeking pꝛintipally their 
pꝛeſent and pꝛiuate p2ofits, haue not only impeached ſome of the Planters there, of their lawfull pol 
ſeſſions, but alſo taken from them their Timber without gining any ſatil faction, as in iuſtite they 
ought to haue done: and not therewithtontented, haue rined whole Woods to the vtter ruine of the 
ſame foꝛ euer after as allo. by caſting of their ballaſt in the harboꝛs ot ſome of their Jlands, haue al⸗ 
moſt made them vnſeruiteable: Aud yet not ſo tontented, by their pꝛomiſcuous trading, alweil Mar⸗ 
riners as Maſters with the Sauages, haue ouerthꝛowne the trade and tommerte that befoze was 
had, to the great pꝛolit of the Planters, and Which were indeed their pꝛintipall hopes foꝛ the aduante⸗ 
meut ot chat plantation, next vnto the commodities that coaſt affozds of Fiſhing: Reither heerwith 
ſatiſfied, but as if they reſolued to omit nothing that might be impious and intolerable, they did not 
foꝛbeare to barter away to the Sauages, Swoꝛds, Pikes, Muſ kets, Fowling peetes, Match, No w⸗ 
der, Shot, and other warlike weapons, and teach themthe bie thereof; not only to their ownepzelent 
puniſh ment (diuers of them being ſhoꝛtly after lain by the lame Sauages, whom they had ſo taught, 
and with the ſame weapons whieh they had furniſhed them withall) but alſo to the hazard of the 
lines of Our good ſubiects already planted there, and (almuch as in them lay) to the making of the 
whole attempt it ſelfe (how pious and hopefull ſoeuer ) fruſtrate, oz ſo much the moꝛe difficult. de, 
fo: refoꝛmation and pꝛeuention of theſe oꝛ the like euils heereafter , and fo: the moze cleare decla- 
ration of Our Kingly reſolution and iuſt intents, both to maintayne Our Nopall grant already 
made, and to vphold and entourage by all wayes and meanes the woꝛthy diſpoſitions of the vnder- 
takers of thoſe deſignes, haue thought fit, and doe heerby ſtraitly charge and command, That none 
of Our Subiects Whatſoeuer, (not Aduenturers, Inhabitoꝛs oz Planters in New England) pzeſume 
krom hentefooꝛth to frequent thole Coaſts, to trade oz traſfique with thoſe people, oz to tntermedle 
in the woodes oꝛ freehold of any the Planters oz Inhabitants (otherwiſe then by the licence ofthe 
ſayd Counſell, oꝛ atcoꝛding to the oꝛders eſtabliched by Our Pꝛtuy Counſell foz the releefe oz eaſe of 
the tranſpoꝛtation of the Colony in Virginia) vpon patne of Sur high indignation, and the confiſcatis 
on, penalties andfozfeituresin Our ſayd Royall grant expꝛeſſed: Leauing it — in the 
meane time, to the diſcretion of the ſayd Counſel foz New England, to pꝛoteed àgainſt the foꝛeſayd offen⸗ 
ders attoꝛding to theſame,eſpecially, ſeeing we finde the armes of the ſayd Countell to bee open to re- 
teiue into that plantation any of Our louing Dubtects , who are Willing to iopne With them in the 
charge, and participate in the pzofits thereof, . 
Giuen at Our Court at Theobalds, the ſixt day of Nouember, in the yeere of Our Reigneof England, France, and 


Ireland, the twentieth, and of Scotland the ſixe and fiftieth.
